sided within the -delivery of this post of- 
fice, or within the city or town in which 
the office is located, for at least one year 
immediately preceding the date fixed for 
close of receipt of applications, must be 
in good physical condition, and within the 
prescribed age limits, certain waivers of 
the age limits being allowed persons 
granted veteran preference. Both men and 
women are admitted. 

“Under the terms of an Act of Con- 
gress, approved June 25, 1938, the Civil 
Service Commission will certify the names 
of the highest three qualified eligibles to 
the Postmaster General who shall there- 
upon submit the name of the eligible se- 
lected to the President for nomination. 
Confirmation by the Senate is the final 
action, 

“Applicants will not be required to as- 
semble in an examination room for writ- 
ten tests, but will be rated on their edu- 
cation, business or professional experience, 
general qualifications and suitability. The 
Civil Service Commission will make an im- 
partial inquiry among representative pat- 
rons of the office, both men and women, 
concerning the experience, ability, and 
character of each applicant. The evidence 
thus secured will be considered in determ- 
ining the ratings to be assigned to the 
applicants. The Commission is not inter- 
ested in the political, religious, or fratern- 
al affiliations of any applicant. 

“Eull information and application forms 
may be obtained from the secretary of the 
board of civil service examiners at 
the post office in this town, or from the 
United States Civil Service Commission, 
Washinaton, D. C., and applications must 
be on file with this Commission not later 
than the date specified at the head of 
the announcement.

The Board of Public Works met 
on Monday night, and, although 
nothing has been made public about 
that meeting, it would be a very 
fair assumption that the recent 
water shortage and the position of 
superintendent had prompted con- 
siderable discussion. 


Some time, and probably soon, 
the Board will either make a de- 
cision, and it may even be a de- 
cision to forget it and just go on 
as in the past. We can imagine that 
a lot of things have been talked 
about, some of which are pertinent, 
some of which aren’t. We know 
‘from having spent considerable 
time investigating the situation that 
some people can say one thing and 
others can say another, both being 
directly opposite, and obviously one 
of them is true and the other isn t. 
The members of the Board are 
going to have to decide which is 
which. We know too that the mem- 
bers of the Board have probably 
been talked to by the ordinary citi- 
zen, some of whom have said that 
the present superintendent should 
be fired, others of whom have said 
that he is being railroaded. Un- 
fortunately, in some quarters the 
whole affair has evoked consider- 
able bitterness. 

These immaterial things the mem- 
bers of the Board, in doing their 
duty for the Town of Andover, must 
brush aside. There should be no 
personalities in the discussion at 
all. The question is not, to put it 
very bluntly, whether Sid White 
likes Charley Gilliard or whether 
Charley Gilliard likes Sid White. 
The question is whether Charley is 
the proper man to hold down the 
position he now holds. If he isn’t, 
regardless of who likes him or who 
doesn’t like him, something should 
be done about it. 

We've heard all the sentiments 
that the Board members have prob- 
ably heard. Most of them have abso- 
lutely no bearing on the problem 
that Andover is interested in. But 
one or two of the commonly-ex- 
pressed thoughts can be discussed 
as pertinent factors. One in particu- 
lar we have heard a lot, and that is 
the feeling that the Board inter- 
feres too much with Charley’s ad- 
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ministration. The latest incident 
would seem to pretty much prove 
that the interference was abso- 
lutely necessary. We talked with 
men not on the Board who are ex- 
perts in water supply problems and 
they say that the pumping should 
have started at least a day earlier. 
Then if the chairman of the Board 
is told by the fire chief a day later 
that the reservoir is nearly dry, the 
same people that now are crying 
interference would be saying: 
“Where was Sid White? Why didn’t 
he take care of it?” 

The years past have proved that | 
interference in Charley’s work is 
necessary, and when a board has 
to interfere in administration, it’s 
time to change the administration. 
The reasons why interference is 
necessary are briefly these: Charley 
now has too many details to take 
care of; Charley has a personality 
which makes him much too easy 
with his help; some of Charley's 
help take advantage of that trait, 
and in that line of work, it is very 
easy to get help which would take 
advantage; Charleys best talents 
are engineering and figuring—he is 
not a boss of men or an organizer 
of work. 


These are the facts that the | 
Board must consider. Anything else, 
personalities, bitterness, are out ot 
place in any discussion by this 
Board, because what the Town of 
Andover wants is an efficiently and 
properly run department of public 
works.
